education with at least very good marks and had to undergo 
a rigid medical check In order to pass an entrance examina- 
tion. The length of the course was five years. After the 
final examination, graduates of this school were given 
diplomas as medical doctors and were promoted to seitlor 
lieutenant, MC. One year after graduation they were 
promo^d to the rank of oaptaln,HC.
